If the Northern and Rasiern States tolerate
the practice of carrying off our slaves, the
Union must of course be very soon dissoly-
ed, their vessels be excluded from our poris*
and, if necossary, their citizens excluded
from our territory.

Ifthe framecrs of the
constitution had intended to give a state legis-
lature the right to change the senators at
pleasure, or to control their freedom of action,
they would have so provided in the constitu.
tionitsclf. So far from this, however, although
the menibers of Congress clivsen by the stae
Legislatures under the Articles of Cunfedera-
tion superceded by the constitution, were
liable to be recalied by the Loegislature which
elected them at ite pleasure, yeu the framers
of the censtitution evidently intending to give
up this feature in the nationol goverument,
ingerted an express provieion, that the mem-
bera of Congress to be from that tume chosen
by thy state Legislatures, and to whom they
gave the title Senatore, should hold their offi-
ces for the term of six years. The very ob-
Ject of this provision was to guard the senate
against the frequent mutations to which the
state legislatures, and other bodivs filled by
frequent elections are ulways liable.  1le who
voluntarlly aud deliberately contributes to
change this feature of Jie constitution does
as great and evident violeace to that instru.
mient as he could do in attempting to extend
the terin of seeatoriul service beyond six years,
This is so plain that any man who has intelli-
gence enouphi to have cver induced any state
legislature to elect him to the U. S.- senaje
inust see it. And yet how many inen, of whom
better thaongs might be expeeted actthe dema-
gogue and sacoice buth conscience and prin-
ciple on the al'ar of popularity.

But it 1e gwid the will of the people ought
always to govern in a popular govern ment.—
'I"he rale 18 correct, but not the application of
1. The will of the people, deliberately and
roleminly cxprossed in their constitution, which
they hive covenanted with each other shall be
tho supreme law af the lund, is that the term
of senatorie! ecrvoee shail be six years, and
that independent ofuny fluctuations of opiuion,
during that term in the state which the sena-
tor represente, ‘I he people themselves, as-
sembled in scperate state convent.ons, whieh
arg the an'y bodies thut  directly represent
their sovercignty, have sulemnly declared that
this is to be conndered their wil, in preference
to the declaravion of any cabal, or party which
by managoment or otherwise may obtain the
ascendency, perhaps a very brief ascendency,

Hince the above was written wo see that
Judge White has gone on to Waglington and
taken lis seatia the senate. We hope the
event will prove that he is more of a pat.
riot than demagogue.
